The Game and Blape of the Chesse. 


BY WILLIAM CAXTON. 


N our last Number of the Literary Letter, we gave a fac-simile specimen of the Biblia Pau- 
perum, being the first or very nearly the first book printed on the continent of Europe, and 
we now have the pleasure of presenting to our subscribers an exact fac-simile of a page of 

the first book printed in England, being “ The Game and Playe of the Chesse,” printed by the 
renowned William Caxton, a few particulars of whose life, gleaned from various sources, here 
follow : 


























A. Norton’s Literarp Letter. 








William Caxton, one cf those imperishable names which shed a glory on the land of their 
birth, was born in the Weald of Kent, that southern portion of one of England’s most celebrated 
counties, in or about the year 1410. Having served an apprenticeship to a mercer, he was after- 
wards employed by the Mercers’ Company as their agent in the Netherlands, a position he 
filled with so much talent and integrity, during the long period of twenty-three years, that 
he was chosen as the fittest person to negotiate a commercial treaty between Edward IV. 
and the Duke of Burgundy. He subsequently entered the service of the celebrated Margaret, 
Duchess of Burgundy, the sister of Edward IV. During his varied career he had acquired 
the art of printing ; and in compliance with the wishes of his illustrious patroness, he trans- 
lated from the French of Raoul le Fevre, * Recuyell of the Historyes of Troye,” and printed 
it in 1471, at Cologne. This is the earliest typographical production in the English lan- 
guage, and is now so scarce that at the Roxburghe sale a copy of it sold for £1,060. Caxton 
continued to exercise his new vocation for about twenty years, during which time he produced 
between fifty and sixty volumes, for the most part composed or translated by himself. His books 
are printed upon a sort of vellum paper, and the errors of the press are corrected in red ink with 
his own hand ; what are technically called “ errata ” being then unknown. The year of Caxton's 
return to England is uncertain, but must bave been previous to 1474, as he then had a press in 
Westminster Abbey, from whence.issued the first book executed in that country, viz., “ The Game 
and Playe of the Chesse.” Caxton continued his Jabors throughout his life, and is supposed to 
have died about 1492 ; and was interred, according to some, in Campden, Glamorganshire, whilst 
other state that his remains were deposited in St. Margaret’s, Westminster. 


The life of Caxton has been written by the Rey. John Lewis, Minister of Margate, in Kent, 
London, 1787, one volume, large octavo; the reader may also consult Middleton’s Dissertation on 
the Origin of Printing in England. “The Game of the Chesse" contains a description of the 
Pieces and Pawns, with twenty-four woodcuts, eight of which are repetitions of the others. The 
following is a correct list of these early production of English art: 


1. An executioner with an ax, cutting to pieces on a block the limbs of a man. On the head, 
which is lying on the ground, there is a crown. Birds are seen seizing and flying away with por- 
tions of the limbs. There are buildings in the distance, and three figures, one of whom is a king, 
with a crown and scepter, appear looking on. 2, A figure sitting at a table with a chess-board 
before him, and holding one of the chess-men in his hand. This is the cut which Dr. Dibdin says 
is the first in the book. 3. A king and another person playing at chess. (This is the one here 
given in fae simile.) 4. The King at chess, seated on a throne. 5. The King and Queen. 6. The 
“ Alphyns," now called “Bishops,” in the game of chess, “in the manner of judges sittyng.” 
T. The Knight. 8. The “Rook,” or Castle, a figure on horseback, wearing a hood, and holding a 
Staff in his hand. From No. 9 to No. 15, inclusive, the Pawns are represented as follows: 
Laborers and workmen ; the principal figure, representing the first Pawn, with a spade in his right 
hand, and a cart-whip in his left. 10. The second Pawn, a smith with his buttriss in the string 
of his apron, and a hammer in his right hand. 11. The third Pawn, represented as a elerk,—that 
is, a writer or transcriber, in the same sense as Peter Scheffer and Ulric Zell are styled clerici,— 
With his case of writing materials at his girdle, a pair of shears in one hand, and a large knife in 


the other. 19. The fourth Pawn, a man with a pair of scales, and having a purse at his girdle, 
">< Tepresenting * marchauntes or chaungers.” 13. The fifth. Pawn, a figure seated on a chair, hav- : 
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ing in his right hand a book, and in his left a sort of casket or box of ointments, representing a 
i physician, spicer, or apothecary. 14. The sixth pawn, an innkeeper receiving a guest. 15. The 
seventh pawn, a figure with a yard measure in his right hand, a bunch of keys in his left, and an 
open purse at his girdle, representing ‘‘ customers and tolle-gaderers.” 16. The eighth Pawn, a 
figure with a sort of badge on his breast, near to his right shoulder, after the manner of a noble- 
man's retainer, and holding a pair of dice in his left hand, representing dice-players, messengers, 
and *' currours "—that is, ** couriers." 


The following is the description which Caxton gives of the character of the Knight, No. 7 : 
* The Knyght ought to be maad al armed, upon an hors, in suche wise that he have an helme 
on his heed, and a spere in his right hond, and coverid with his shelde, a swerde and a mace on 
his left syde; clad with an halberke and plates tofore his breste, legge-harnoys on his legges, 
spores on his heelis, on his hands hys gauntelettes; hys hors wel broken and taught and apte to 
battaylle and coveryd with hys armes. When the Knyghtes been maad, they ben bayned or 
bathed. That is the sign that they sholde lede a new lyfe and newe maners ; also, they wake alle 
the nyghte in prayers and orisons unto God, that he wil geve hem grace that they may gete that 
thyng that they may not gete by nature. The kyng or prince gyrdeth aboute them a swerde, in 
signe that they sholde abyde and kepen hym of whom they taken their dispences and dignyte." 


The cut of the sixth or Bishop's Pawn, No. 14, “which is lykened to taverners and vytayl- 
lers,” is thus described : * The sixte pawn, which stondeth before the Alphyn on the lyfte syde, is 
made in this forme, ffor hit is a man that hath the right hond stretched out for to calle men, and 
holdeth in his left honde a loof of breed and a cuppe of wyn, and on his gurdel hangyng a bondel 
of keyes; and this resemblith the taverners, hostelers, and sellars of vytayl; and these ought 
properly to be set to fore the Alphyn, as to fore a juge, for there soundeth oft tymes amonge hem 
contencion, noyse, and stryf, which behoveth to be determyned and trayted by the Alphyn, which 
is juge of the kynge." 


The engraving at the head of this article will serve to show the estimation in which Caxton 
was held by Edward IV. and his court.

HE BIBLIOTHÈQUE luPfRIALE, whose celebrity is world-wide, was founded by King John in 
the 14th century; but Charles V. [1364-1380] was the first king of France who took actual 
measures to procure its continuance by his successors. In 1373, this library contained 910 

volumes, placed in one of the towers of the Louvre. From this period it was neglected until 
1425, when the Duke of Bedford obtained possession of it for a small sum of money, and, as is 
believed, conveyed it to England. The present collection is based on a library commenced by 
Louis XI. This collection was increased by means of a law, ordering that one copy of every 
printed book should be deposited therein. Louis XII. added the books that his father had col- 
lected at Blois; and Francis L, in the year 1544, sent the whole to a library founded by him at 
Fontainebleau, containing at that time 1,890 volumes. In 1595, this library was transferred to 
Paris, where, in 1684, it contained nearly 40,000 printed books, and 10,500 MSS., many of these 
having been added to it by Colbert and others. At present, this library contains about 825,000 
printed books; 85,000 volumes of manuscripts ; 800,000 charters or deeds, and 500,000 pamph- 
lets and tracts. Besides these, it contains a superb collection of coins, medals, and curiosities, 
originally collected by Louis XIV., and more than 1,500,000 engravings and portraits. The MSS. 
are especially rare and valuable, ‘including, at one time, Horace, Virgil, Cesar, Terence, and 
others among the Classics; Dante, Boccaccio, and Michael Angelo; besides many others acquired 
from the Vatican Library, and afterwards returned to Rome. The Bibliotheque Impériale is open 
to readers every day, except holidays, from 10 o'clock A. M , until 4 P. M. Although there have 
been made various catalogues of its treasures, in MS. and type, there has been no complete cata- 
logue ever made of the whole collection, and the difficulty of obtaining rare or little-known works, 
is of course very great. Such a catalogue has been undertaken by order of the present Emperor, 
and has proceeded as far as the fourth volume, in the class of French history. 


The Mazanrs Lisrary- was commenced in 1643, by order of the Cardinal Mazarin, and the 
following year was thrown open to the public; it soon became popular, containing as it did some 
40,000 volumes. During the Fronde, about 16,000 volumes were sold, when the King arrested 
the sale in 1652. In his will, Mazarin bequeathed this library to “men of letters,” with the in- 
Junction that it should be opened to them twice in each week ; this was not, however, done 
until 1688. 


The library contains at present about 130,000 printed pooks, and 4,000 manuscripts, besides 
works of art, models of Pelasgic monuments, etc. The books include mostly works of History, 
Theology, and Medicine, of the 15 


th and 16th centuries The library is open every day except 
holidays, and a vacation from the Ist of August to the 15th of Se f seed 


ptember, from 10 A. M. until 8 
E M. It possesses no modern works, not having purchased anything with the exception of 
memoirs and dictionaries, since 1789. 
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The Lisrary or Sr. Genevieve was founded in 1624 by the Cardinal de la Rochefoucault, 
an Abbe of St. Genevieve, in the buildings of the monastery. Additions were made to the col- 
lection from valuable private libraries, until the period of the Empire, when it received the name 
of “Library of the Pantheon." It contains at the present day nearly 150,000 printed books 
and 5,000 manuscripts. The reading-room is the largest in Paris, seating comfortably 420 per- 
sons. Among other rarities, the library contains a fine collection of the publications of Aldus and 
Elzivir; early printed books; Italian books of the 16th century; and one of the best collections 
of the works of Lope de Vega, known to exist. Also, newspapers, pamphlets, etc., from the 17th 
century until the Empire. 

A unique collection of portraits of the 16th century, adds to the value of this remarkable 
library. 

This library is extremely popular, and-visitors are obliged to attend early to secure seats; 
the regulations are similar to those described above, with the exception that it is open in the 
evening from 6 until 10. Each department, of which there are six, is superintended by a special 
librarian, and the whole establishment is thoroughly systematic. 


The BIBLIOTHÈQUE DE L'AnsENAL contains 230,000 volumes, of which 6,000 are manuscripts. 
It is devoted to early French literature, containing a remarkable collection of Poetry, Plays, etc. 
The regulations of this library are similar to those before mentioned. 


The BrisLrorHEquE DE LA SORBONNE comprises 100,000 volumes, including 1,000 rare manu- 
scripts. It was founded coéval with the University of France. 


The BIBLIOTHÈQUE DE LA VILLE DE PARIS contains more than 80,000 volumes, including 
12,000 presented by the various States of the American Union. 


BiBLiorg&gre pv Museum p'Hisromg NATURELLE, 40,000 volumes, including rare books and 
manuscripts, and 5,000 engravings on vellum, referring to natural history. 


BIBLIOTHÈQUE DE L'ECOLE DE MEDECINE, 45,000 volumes. 


BIBLIOTHÈQUE DE L’EcoLE DE Drorr, 10,000 volumes. 


BIBLIOTHÈQUE DU Conservatoire DE Musique ET DE DÉCLAMATION, 25,000 volumes upon 
Music. 

BIBLIOTHÈQUE DU CONSERVATOIRE DES Arts er M£rıers. 20,000 volumes upon Technology 
and different branches of industrial arts. 


BisLıoru&que NATIONALE PoLosaıse, founded in 1839, and contains 30,000 volumes. 


BIBLIOTHÈQUE DE LA ÜHANBRE DE Commerce. Composed entirely of works relating to navi- 
gation, commerce, colonies, legislation, finances, etc. 


These are all the strictly public libraries of Paris; that is, all which are opened to the public 
free of expense. The total number of volumes contained in them, is 1,685,000, and about 100,000 
manuscripts.

“On the 24th of September, 1779, Congress, by an 
set, resolved to adjudicate upon the claims of Massa- 
ehusetts Bay, New Hampshire, and New York, on 
the Ist of February, 1730. To Mr. Bradley was as- 
signed the task of presenting, for the consideration of 
Congress, the views held by Vermont on this im- 
portant question, 

“ With but little knowledge, at the time, of the 
extent of the subject, the young lawyer commenced 
his investigations, and in less than two months, had 
completed a faithful and well-written account of the 
state of the controversy. This was read before the 
Council of Vermont, at Arlington, on the 10th of De- 
cember, 1779, and, having been approved of by them, 
was ordered to be published. It appeared early in 
the year 1780, under the title of ‘ Vermont's Appeal 
to the Candid.and Impartial World,’ and sided es- 
sentially in supporting the claims of Vermont to a 
separate and independent government. It was writ- 
ten with vigor, and did not want those flowers of 


strengthen argument. Few copies of this production 
are now extant; but among those pamphlets written 











at this period upon the controversy, * Vermont's Ap- 
peal’ stands pre-eminent, not only on account of the 
foree with which it is composed, but also by reason 
of the manner in which the topics of which it treats 
are presented. It was laid before Congress early in 
February, 1780, by its author, who had been previ- 
ously selected to advocate the claims of Vermont at 
Philadelphia. Copies of the publication were also 
presented to many of the members, but no opportu- 
nity was granted to Mr. Bradley to appear in person 
before a committee of Congress, in consequence of 
the postponement of the consideration of the contro- 
versy question."—Hairs Hist.

With this exoep- 
tion, his remarks are correct. “ He," says Mr. Hall, 
referring to Charles Phelps, “ prepared and presented 
for the *consideration of Congress and the impartial 
world, a ‘State paper," entitled ‘Vermonters Un- 
masked, in which he called the attention of. All, the 
States to the danger to which they were exposed, if 
the ‘audacious precedent? of dismembering States 
should be established, in consequence of the act of 
usurpation of which Vermont had been guilty, in de- 
priving both New York and New Hampshire of a 
portion of their lawful and acknowledged territory. 
Many other points were largely discussed in this pro- 
duction, and the whole argument was supported by 
copious extracts from Grotius, Puffendorf, Vattel, and 
other civilians.” 

On the 11th of September, 1782, Phelps was pre- 
sented by the grand jury of Windham County, for 
setting on foot an insurrection in Vermont, and for 
attempting to “subvert the freedom and independ- 
ence of the government” of that State. In addition 
to these charges, it was stated, reference being had to 
this pamphlet, “that Phelps had broaght into the 
State of Vermont, ‘a seditious libel, tending to stir np 
a public rebellion’ ; that be had written, printed, and 
published abroad, ‘a seditious libel, with a manifest 
intent, wittingly and designedly, to raise an insurree- 
tion and pnblie rebellion’ against the State; and that 
there was the highest reason to believe that there 
were in his possession ‘a number of books, writings, 
and manuscripts, whose tendency was to weaken 
and destroy the government and constitution as es- 
tablished. A warrant for bis arrest, and for the seiz- 
ure of his books, was accordingly issued.
